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Zusammenfassung 



PURPOSE.To use a portable telephone set in the same form as an automobile telephone set by 
constituting a system so that a call is made through the aid of sound channels which cover a reception 
part and a transmission part in the portable telephone set and which are formed in space between an 
adapter and a portable telephone set main body. 

CONSTITUTION:^ the adapter 15, an opening where an operation part and a display part in the 
portable telephone set appear is provided in front, a through hole into which an antenna passes on an 
upper end surface and an earpiece 15c and a mouthpiece 15d at the upper/lower parts of the back. 
They are closely installed on the main body 1 of the portable telephone set. Namely, sound outputted 
from the reception part 3 passes through the sound channel 16 formed between the adapter 15 and the 
main body 1, and is outputted from the earpiece 15c at the back upper part of the adapter 15. Sound 
inputted to the mouthpiece 15d passes through the sound channel 17 and is inputted to the 
transmission part 5 of the portable telephone set. When the adapter 15 is installed on the portable 
telephone set, a system comes to a state where the call can be made as it is in a state where a handset 
is taken up after a key is inputted at the time of using the telephone set in a vehicle, and it can be used 
in the same way as the automobile telephone set.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The adapter for portable telephones characterized by constituting so that.the 
voice which came out of the receiver section of a portable telephone from a bonnet and 
the receiver section may be outputted from a different location from the receiver 
section. 

[Claim 2] The adapter for portable telephones characterized by constituting so that it 
can talk over the telephone by the ear piece and speaker which prepared the receiver 
section and the transmission section of a portable telephone in the direction of 
arbitration through **** formed between the bonnet and the body of a portable . 
telephone. 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the adapter for portable telephones 
applied to the portable telephone which made carrying possible by communicating 
using a wireless electric wave. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, a radiotelephone is in the inclination 
which a user tends to increase from the magnitude of the utility value every year, and 
the want about the function, operabihty, a style, etc. also increases. 

[0003] About the conventional radiotelephone, drawing 4 and drawing 5 explain them,- 
using a portable telephone an d automobile tel ephone as an example. 
[0004fThe perspective view as which drawing 4 (a) regarded the portable telephone 
from the tooth back, and drawing 4 (b) are the perspective views which looked at the 
telephone of drawing 4 (a) from the transverse plane. A portable telephone It consists of 
a body 1 having the battery (neither is illustrated) used as a control circuit, a wireless 
circuit, and a power source, an antenna 2 arranged at the upper bed, and the receiver, 
section 3 arranged at the front, a control unit 4, the transmission section 5 and the 
display 6 that displays various information. 

[0005] In the conventional portable telephone constituted as mentioned above, it 



carries, where an antenna 2 is contained in a body 1, and an antenna 2 is pulled out if 
needed, situations, such as field strength in this time in a display 6 and a charge 
condition of a battery, are checked, and call origination is keyed and carried out by the 
control unit 4, Since the inputted information is also displayed on a display 6, it can 
check. After a called party takes an earphone, it talks over the telephone in the receiver 
section 3 and the transmission section 5. 

[0006] Moreover, when a message is received, call processing is performed by the 
control unit 4, and it connects with a circuit, and it telephones to a calling party. 
[0007] Drawing 5 is the perspective view showing the condition of automobile telephone 
which shows the condition of having taken up the hand set, the receiver section 8 and 
the transmission section 9 are arranged at the front, and, as for the hand set 7, the 
control unit 10 and the display 11 are arranged at the tooth back, respectively. The 
hand set holder 12 is connected to the body (not shown) equipped with the control 
circuit and the wireless circuit which was connected to the hand set 7 by the curl code 
13, and was fixed to the seat lower etc. in code 14. Moreover, an antenna (not shown) is 
installed in the trunk top outside a vehicle, a roof, etc., and is connected to the body by 
the coaxial cable. 

[0008] By the automobile telephone constituted as mentioned above, call origination of 
the hand set 7 is keyed and carried out from a control unit 10 by the condition of 
having laid in the hand set holder 12. Then, after it takes up a hand set 7 and a called 
party takes up an earphone, it talks over the telephone in the receiver section 8 and 
the transmission section 9. 

[0009] Moreover, if a hand set 7 is taken up from the hand set holder 12 when a 
message is received, it connects with a circuit automatically and can telephone to a 
calling party. 

[00 10] In the above-mentioned portable telephone, since the receiver section 3 and the 
transmission section 5 are formed in the same field as a control unit 4, after operating 
the body 1 single hand and operating a control unit 4 by the grip and the hand of 
another side, the receiver section 3 and the transmission section 5 can be applied to a 
lug and the month as it is, and it can talk over the telephone. On the other hand, by 
automobile telephone, since the receiver section 8 and the transmission section 9 are 
formed in the field of a control unit 10 and objection, where a hand set 7 is taken up 
from the hand set holder 12 after a key input by the control unit 10, it can talk over the 
telephone as it is. By the portable telephone and automobile telephone, gestalten differ 
from the field of the functionality as mentioned above.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, it is general that do not not much 
own both a portable telephone and automobile telephone, and in the car uses a portable 
telephone with the above-mentioned configuration since an agreement tariff is 
expensive. In this case, although a portable telephone is put on a passenger seat etc., it 
takes up if needed and call processing is performed, both hands will be used from a 
control unit 4 in the case of a key input, and it is dramatically dangerous during 
operation etc. After forming the holder for portable telephones in in the car as the cure, 
equipping so that a control unit 4 may be suitable to the front, and keying from a 
control unit 4 in the condition, a portable telephone is taken up from a holder, and if it 
talks over the telephone, it can be operated only single hand. 

[0012] however - if a portable telephone is taken up from the condition with which the 
holder was equipped - the receiver section 3 and the transmission section 5 ~ a palm - 
it might become a side, and might grasp and change to it, or it had to have in the hand 
of another side, and had to change, and,, in the case of the former, the. operation 
mistake and body 1 of a control unit 4 might be dropped, and since both hands were 
separated from the wheel of an automobile when it was the latter, and having and 
changing, there was a problem in respect of safety.

[Means for Solving the Problem] This invention is characterized by constituting so that 
the voice which came out of the receiver section of a portable telephone from a bonnet 
and the receiver section can be oiitputted from a different location from, the receiver 
section in order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem. 

[0015] Furthermore, it is characterized by constituting so that it can talk over the 
telephone by the ear piece and speaker which prepared the receiver section and the 
transmission section of a portable telephone in the direction of arbitration through **** 
formed between the bonnet and the body of a portable telephone. 
[0016] 

[Function] If a portable telephone is equipped, when using it in an automobile 
according to the adapter of the above-mentioned configuration, after a key input, in the 
condition of having taken up, it will be in the condition that it can talk over the 
telephone as it is, and can be used like automobile telephone.

Example] The example of this invention is explained based on drawing 1 thru/or

[0018] The perspective view and drawing 3 which show the condition that the 
perspective view of one example of the adapter for portable telephones (an adapter is 
called below) according [ drawing 1 (a) and (b) ] to this invention, drawing 2 (a), and (b) 
equipped the portable telephone with the adapter of drawing 1 are a side-face sectional 
view in the condition of drawing 2 . In addition, drawing 1 (a), the perspective view 
which looked at drawing 2 (a) from the tooth back, drawing 1 (b), and drawing 2 (b) are 
the perspective views seen from the transverse plane. 

[0019] opening 15a to which the control unit 4 and display 6 of a portable telephone 

expose an adapter 15 at the front in this drawing - moreover, breakthrough 15b which 

an antenna 2 inserts in an upper bed side - moreover, ear piece 15c and 15d of 

speakers are prepared in the vertical section on the back, respectively. 

[0020] Drawing 3 explains the operation of the adapter 15 constituted as mentioned 

above. 

[0021] It is equipped with an adapter 15 so that it may stick to the body 1 of a portable 
telephone. The voice outputted from the receiver section 3 passes along **** 16 formed 
between the adapter 15 and the body 1, and is outputted from ear piece 15c prepared in 
the tooth-back upper part of an adapter 15. Moreover, the voice inputted into 15d of 
speakers prepared in the tooth-back lower part of an adapter 15 passes along **** 17 
formed between the body 1 and the adapter 15, and is inputted into the transmission 
section 5 of a portable telephone. 

[0022] The holder which can place the portable telephone equipped with the 
above-mentioned adapter 15 is formed in in the car, and it also becomes possible to use 
as a part of interior in the car by offering the adapter and holder with which the color 
differed from the configuration further. 
[0023] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, according to this invention, by equipping a 
portable telephone,!? csSTbe lised as automoblle^telephone and the^adapter for portable 
wireless telephones whose safety operation is possible can be offered. 
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
